The Committee of 100 is establish- 
ing contacts with northern realtors, 
tourist bureaus and tourist clubs, as 
well as other agencies in New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Detroit, Chi- 
cago and other leading cities of the 
north, Mr. Redden said.

“Not unless there is. some occasion 
for it having an official bearing upon 
New York state,” he replied, 

Governor Roosevelt vat steadily de- 
clined to discuss national questions, 
contending that his opinions are im- 

rtant only inasmuch as they affect 
New York. 

Sitting up in a bed littered with let- 
ters and papers, he was dictating to a 
stenographer when a newspaper ac- 
count of the Hoover plan was handed 
to him. He read it with interest but 
shook his head when asked what he 
thought about it. 

He smiled and shook his head again 
when asked what he thought of the 
considered proposal to ask for an ex- 
tension of the war debt moratorium. 

If a state angle develops in the 
Hoover credit program it is considered 
likely the New York governor will 
phrase a comment to cover the pro- 
posal, Shortly after the federal gov- 
ernment announced plans to finance 
the deficit in current revenue by long- 
rp loans, Mr. Roosevelt, speaking

(Copyright, 1931, for The Constitution by 
North ‘American Newspaper Alliance, 
When he left college, Dwight Mor- 
row meant to read law in Pittsburgh 
and he entered an office there for 
a year. Long before this year was 
up, however, he decided he did not 
know enough to become a lawyer. He

ork, 


Morrow was graduated from law 
school in. 1899 and went .o work for 
Reed, Simpson, Thacher & Bartlett, 
New York law firm, later known as 
Simpson, Thacher & Bartlett. In 
those days a law firm paid no salarr 
to college boys taken on as clerks. 
The experience gained was supposed 
to be ample compensation. Net 
explained, however, that he had noth- 
ing .except what he earned.
